I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1913  (from  January  1st  to  December  1st  1913). 

GENERAL  STATISTICS.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

During  the  year  1913,  42  Births  were  registered 
(males  17,  females  25),  giving  a Birth  rate  of  30  per 
thousand  per  annum,  against  21-67  for  1912.

During  the  same  period  the  deaths  registered  were 
11  (males  6,  females  5),  giving  a Mortality  of  7 -64  per 
thousand  per  annum,  against  10  48  for  1912,  and  20  for 
1911,  and  9 -4  for  1910.

The  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  is  31,  Four  Trans- 
ferable Deaths  have  been  notified,  bringing  the  Deaths  up 
to  15,  giving  a net  Death  rate  of  10  A per  thousand  per 
annum. 


Infantile  Death  rate.  The  proportion  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  1 jrear  to  1,000  births  is  66-16,  against  103 '3 
for  1912.  and  62 -79  for  1911.

Tlie  past  year  has  again  been  remarkable  for  the 
low  Zymotic  History.  3 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  against  1 
last  year  have  been  notified.  Four  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  have  been  notified. 

The  Schools  were  duly  Inspected  on  November  3rd 
and  8th,  1913.

An  epidemic  of  Measles  broke  out  in  February,  and 
on  the  11th  when  I visited  the  Schools  36  were  absent, 
happily  the  Epidemic  soon  abated  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

The  splendid  improvement  in  the  children’s  teeth  is 
still  maintained. 

The  ears  are  still  very  unsatisfactory,  90  per  cent, 
having  an  accumulation  of  abnormal  secretion.  This  is 
most  important  from  an  Educational  point  of  view  as  it 
renders  the  children  more  or  less  temporarily  deaf,  and 
unable  to  following  the  teaching. 

Having  resigned  my  position  as  M.O.H.  I have  for- 
warded all  papers  and  documents  to  Mr.  W.  J.  Holbrook, 
and  if  any  difficulty  arises,  I must  refer  you  to  my  In- 
spector.
